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Wife of Shooter Prostrated 
When Told of Tragedy 
at Bridgeport Mine 


A. D. Carr shot and instantly kill­ 
ed Sam Boggs at the e n tra n c e ' of 
Bridgeport mine No. 2 in Bridgeport 
W ednesday morning a few minutes 
before seven o'clock, while the min­ 
ers were gathering to enter the shaft 
tor the day's work. Three shots were 
fired in rapid succession, and Bog 
died without uttering a word. Carr, 
with his pistol in hand, which had 
jam m ed after three shots had been 
fired, surrendered to Deputy Sheriff 
Chas. Bingham, who is in the em­ 
ploy in the detective departm ent of 
the mining company, who escorted 
Carr to the office of Justice of the 
Peace Foster, and then he and Depu­ 
ty Buck Riley got in communication 
with the county attorney’s and sher­ 
iff’s departm ents in Decatur. 
Sher­ 
iff Malone, Constable Preskitt, Coun­ 
ty Attorney Patterson and Assistant 
H. E. Lobdell, with a Messenger re­ 
porter, left immediately for Bridge­ 
port. 
Undertaker Dillehay from De­ 
catur, arrived in Bridgeport a .few 
minutes before the officers and news­ 
paper reporter from here got there. 
The body had been taken to tilt 
Bridgeport undertaking parlors, and 
was prepared for burial by Mr. Dil­ 
lehay. 
Only two wounds were found 
on the body, and after an examina­ 
tion by Dr. Funk, he stated that one 
bullet entered the back about three 
inches below the right shoulder blade 
and came out about two and one-half 
inches above the right nipple. 
At the examining trial, held by 
’Squire Foster, a num ber of eye wit­ 
nesses testified that three shots were 
fired, and 
several 
stated 
that as 
Boggs started on a run after the 
first shot, which was fired pointblank 
by Carr while the men were only a 
few feet apart, two more shots were 
fired by Carr and “dust was seen to 
come from Boggs’ coat as the bullets 
hit him.’’ These statem ents were not 
verified 
by the statem ent of Dr. 
Funk who examined the body and 
found only one gunshot wound. 
The 
bond for Carr wras placed in the sum 
of $10,000, which was immediately 
made by more than a score of Bridge­ 
port citizens. 
Carr was liberated, 
and in company with his sister and 
brotber-in-law, left the office and 
went to his relatives’ home in West 
Bridgeport. 
Mrs. Carr, “ the woman in the 
ease,” made a statem ent to Assistant 
County Attorney Lobdell in which 
she said she had been separated-from 
her husband for Several 
months; 
that her husband had accused Boggs 
with wrecking his home, and that 
bad 
feelings had 
existed 
between 
Boggs and her husband 
for 
some 
time. 
She denied any criminal inti­ 
macy with Boggs. 
It was reported 
on the streets of Bridgeport that 
Mrs. Carr was prostrated with grief 
when she heard that 
Boggs 
was 
dead. 
She is the m other of several 
small children, and it is said the 
family affairs of the Carrs were run ­ 
ning smoothly until Boggs invaded 
the sacred precincts of the home. 
Several months ago, say Bridge­ 
port citizens. Carr ran across Boggs 
in his yard one night and a fight re­ 
sulted, is which Boggs wras beaten 
up by Carr, the “ injured husband 
using a scantling in the difficulty. 
There is pending in the court 
petition of Mrs. Carr, asking for a 
divorce from Carr , alleging 
cruel 
treatm ent and 
nonsupport. 
When 
notified that his wife had filed di­ 
vorce proceeding against him, Carr 
instituted suit against his wife, alleg­ 
ing misconduct and naming Boggs in 
the petition. 
Boggs was one of the 
old 
time 
miners at Bridgeport, and had lived 
there a number of years. 
Carr is 
miner, and from expressions heard 
on 
the streets of Bridgeport, 
wp 
judge he bears a good reputation. 
Attorneys Frank J. Ford and L. 
D. Ratliff of Decatur attended the 
examining trial as representatives of 
Carr.

The state 
demands th at the teachers of its 
youth be educated and in order to 
make th a t possible it gives free tui­ 
tion all the way up from the primary 
grade to graduation from the univer­ 
sity. 
It wants the best trained and 
most efficient workers it can get, and 
it offers this inducement with that 
in view. 
It does not ask its citizens 
for service that it has not helped 
them to prepare for. 
But how 
is it in the church? 
As said above, 
we all w ant the most thoroughly 
equipped men we can get as our 
teachers and leaders, but we are do­ 
ing next to nothing toward helping 
them secure this equipment. 
Our 
actions indicate that we w ant our 
preachers and other workers to get a 
finished education at their own ex­ 
pense and wdth that education come 
and give us the most efficient serv­ 
ice for a compensation that means 
poverty and hardship all the days of 
their lives. 
The average salary of Methodist 
preachers last year was about $75 
a month, and yet we are asking our 
young men to go to school four to 
six years at practically their own ex­ 
pense in order to make preparation 
to serve us for their victuals and 
clothes! 
One object of the christian educa­ 
tion movement is to help m ake it 
possible for our boys to equip them ­ 
selves for service, so when they come 
back to serve us at less than cost we 
can have the comfort of knowing we 
did not m ake them prepare for it at 
their own expense. 
This wall save 
part of our self-respect, anyway. 
We 
have no right to demand high-class 
service till w’e have done all we can 
do to help these rendering it make 
preparation for it, especially if we 
are going to demand the service at 
less than cost.

tume—a scarlet cloak or a pair 
of green tights—so as to make 
himself as conspicuous as pos­ 
sible. 
Thus attired and ringing 
a bell in order further to pro­ 
claim the reason for his visit, he 
would return, and It was seldom 
that the debtor withstood more 
than one of these public an­ 
nouncements of his delinquency. 
Because Constable Dun was 
so successful in the collection 
of money due it became common 
in such cases to say, “You’ll 
have to send Dun for your mon­ 
ey” or "You’ll have to Dun him 
to get It,” and the expression 
persisted long after the con­ 
stable himself was dead and for­ 
gotten.

VV Is.—Psychological tests 
of ability for machine shop work evi­ 
denced by freshmen In the college of 
engineering are being undertaken by 
Die department of psychology at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
The results of the tests are being 
computed by students in vocational 
psychology as a part of their work in 
preparing 
to 
become 
employment 
managers. 
Another set of resets designed 
to 
gauge journalistic ability' Is to be giv­ 
en to freshmen in the course of jour­ 
nalism In conjunction with schools of 
journalism in other universities. These 
tests will be given for several succes­ 
sive years to determine whether it Is 
possible to discover latent newspaper 
talent through psychology tests. 
The system of giving psychological 
tests, Instead of regular entrance ex­ 
aminations to students who wish to 
enter a university, has been tried in 
several universities. 
The idea Is that 
a student who has a good mind, hut 
has insufficient or inferior high school 
training, may be advised as to the 
lines of study for which he Is hest 
fitted. 
In this regard, the University of 
VV isconsin is giving more specific tests 
than most other universities. 
By giv­ 
ing a dozen or more tests for the same 
results, the psychologists at the uni­ 
versity are determining which tests 
are best. 
In a small series of tests 
already conducted, however, the re­ 
sults do not correspond well with the 
scholastic 
records 
of 
the students 
tested.
